BISHOP, Va. Lf*) — A rumbling 
explosion deep in the Bishop coal 
mine today killed at least nine 
miners. Twenty-seven others were 
missing in the miles of catacombs 
stradding the Virginia - West Vir­ 
ginia line. 
The blast, probably from gas, 
roared through a 14vel about five 
miles from the mine’s entrance 
about 2Vt miles away in West Vir­ 
ginia. 
A spokesman f o r Pocahontas 
Fuel Co. owner of the mine, said 
he thought the explosion occurred 
in one of the mine’s three sections 
where 42 men were at work. At 
the time the blast sent dust laden 
air whistling through the tunnels 
184 men were underground. 
No bodies had been taken from 
the mine eight hours after the 
blast. 
First aid and temporary morgue 
facilities were set up at the West 
Virginia entrance. 
Anxious 
friends 
and 
relatives 
crowded near the mine entrance 
near Bishop, a community of 900, 
to await news of the missing men. 
A dispatcher, R. P. Meade, said 
the rescuers had heard no cries 
from any of the missing nor had 
they been able to make any con­ 
tact. 
“There is still some hope that 
some of the men will be found 
alive,” said Dispatcher Martin E. 
Martin. He attributed the explo­ 
sion to gas accumulation. Martin 
said there was no cave-in and ap­ 
parently the greatest danger was 
posed by smoke and fumes.

Dwig ht D. Eisenhower m ay join Franklin D. 
Roosev elt as one of the g reat medical bene­ 
factors of the 20th century . During February , 
which has been desig nated as Heart Month, 
the President’s heart attack will be mentioned 
often. 
President Eisenhower’s ability 
to 
recov er 
from a heart attack and to serv e his country 
with unim p aired energ y has done as much for 
the American H eart Foundation in the way of 
g iv ing hop e to heart v ictims as President Roose­ 
v elt’s ability to rise abov e his p olio affliction 
g av e to p olio v ictims. 
In the y ears ahead, if p ublic sup p ort for re­ 
search in heart disease ap p roaches the lev el 
of sup p ort for p olio research, another medical 
m iracle mig ht occur. It would be a g reater 
m iracle than the discov ery of a p olio v accine. 
Heart disease is a m ass killer and crip p ler; 
p olio is a terrify ing threat, p articularly to chil­ 
dren, but not a com m on,disease 
Prog ress is being made. In the last 30 y ears, 
the risk of death before the ag e 24 from dis­ 
eases of the heart and blood v essels has been 
diminished by m ore than 7 0 p er cent. The risk 
between 25 and 44 has been reduced by 35 
p er cent. 
The big job of rehabilitating p ersons who 
hav e had heart attacks still lies ahead. Until 
all heart disease can be p rev ented, the only 
hop e for its 10 million v ictims in the United 
States is successful rehabilitation.

Ha rd ly Th e Ma n To Kick Aro u n d 


WASHINGTON 
— The Eisen­ 
hower administration, on the sub­ 
ject of oil needed for Europ e, is 
carry ’ing water, or p erhap s oil, on 
both shoulders. 
It 
wants 
American 
p roducers 
and oil-p roducing states, p articu­ 
larly Tex as, to make more oil 
av ailable for Europ e, which has 
run short since the Suez Canal 
was closed. 
The 
administration 
set 
g oals 
which hav en’t been met. But it 
won’t crack down on the comp a­ 
nies or the states. Administration 
officials say they don’t want to 
interfere with states’ rig hts. 
So it is torn between foreig n 
p olicy and domestic p olicy , be­ 
tween 
international 
coop eration 
and states’ rig hts. But that’s only 
p art of a badly mix ed-up p icture: 
Before the canal was closed, 
Europ e used about 3,200,000 bar­ 
rels of oil a day . It g ot that oil 
from Europ ean wells, from the 
Middle East, from wells in the 
Caribbean» 
and 
a 
v ery 
small 
amount from the United States. 
Before Suez it needed p ractical­ 
ly no oil from the United States. 
Most of its sup p ly came from the 
Middle East, and mov ed throug h 
p ip e lines and in tankers that 
made a quick run throug h the 
Suez Canal. 
After the canal was closed Eu­ 
rop e step p ed up the p roduction of 
its own oil and routed tanker ship ­ 
ments 
from 
the 
Middle 
E ast 
around Africa. 
But there is still such a short­ 
ag e, administration officials say , 
that this country has to fill the 
g ap in a big way . 
Europ e can ration g asoline, but 
it needs other oil p roducts to keep 
its 
economy 
g oing , 
esp ecially 
throug h the nex t 60 day s or so of 
cold weather. Bad shortag es could 
force industrial close-downs and 


shov e Europ e into an economic 
tailsp in. 
The administration has set a 
g oal of 500,000 barrels of crude 
oil and fuels a day from this coun­ 
try . 
(Before 
Suez 
this 
country 
ship p ed about 50,000 barrels of oil 
p roducts a day .) But American 
comp anies hav e been sending an 
av erag e of no more than 300,000 
barrels a day in recent weeks. 
This writer saw Interior D ep art­ 
m ent 
fig ures 
indicating 
Europ e 
could use 8 00,000 barrels a day 
from this country . But he was 
told these were not “ solid” fig ­ 
ures. 
He 
g ot 
different 
fig ures 
from the State Dep artm ent but 
was instructed not to rely on them 
either, because they were not “ of­ 
ficial.” 
Hug h Stewart, director of the 
Interior D ep artm ent’s Oil and Gas 
Div ision, was asked at a news 
conference last Friday if he could 
p rov ide fig ures showing ex actly 
how much oil Europ e was g etting 
from 
outside the United States 
and p recisely how much it needed 
from this country . 
He said he had no “solid” fig ­ 
ures, 
but 
ex p ected 
to 
receiv e 
some this 
week. 
Meantime, 
he 
said, the administration was de- 
p en(ling on what it considered rea­ 
sonable estim ates. 
Within 
this 
country , 
there 
is 
conflict between the big oil com­ 
p anies which hav g m ajor ov er­ 
seas interests, and the indep end­ 
ent p roducers, who s e l l larg ely 
in local m arkets. If there is ov er­ 
p roduction of oil, the p rice p rob­ 
ably would g o down. 
Tex as would hav e to be the m a­ 
jor source of added sup p lies. The 
Tex as Railroad Commission—that 
state’s reg ulatory body which sets 
the limits on how much oil can 
be taken out of the g round — is 
not, in the op inion of the ad­ 
ministration, as “ g enerous” as it 
mig ht be.

In branding as “ v ery unwise” 
Secretary 
Wilson’s 
characteri­ 
zation of some enlistees in the Na­ 
tional 
Guard as 
draft dodg ers. 
President Eisenhower no doubt had 
in mind the p eculiar tenderness of 
Cong ress toward that p ersisting 
rem nant of state militia. 
It is not too much to p redict that 
ev en after the President’s p ointed 
rep udiation, the Wilson p ronounce­ 
ment has ended any chance tor 
p assag e of a requirem ent for six 
months full tim e basic training for 
national g uardsm en, which the ad­ 
m inistration for two y ears has 
been urg ing . 
The sufferers from that omis­ 
sion m ay be a lot of boy s called 
up for reg ular draft because of es­ 
cap e by others by way of the N a­ 
tional Guard detail. 
As to its leg islativ e effect, this 
latest of Secretary Wilson’s m any 
v erbal p op -offs com p ares closely 
with President Trum an’s assertion 
in 1950 that the M arine Corp s had 
“ a p rop ag anda machine that is 
almost equal to Stalin’s.” 
Mr. Truman hastened to ap olo­ 
g ize for what he term ed that “un­ 
fortunate choice of lang uag e” but ' 
to no effect on Cong ress, which 
used his rem arks as ex cuse for 
bolstering the Marines far bey ond 
the Defense D ep artm ent’s recom ­ 
mendation. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD h a s 
been known m er the y ears as ev en 
more a cong ressional p et. The re a­ 
son in its case is that whereas its 
cost of m aintenance comes m ain­ 
ly from the federal treasury , its 
manag em ent, 
including 
control 
ov er many lucrativ e p atronag e ap ­ 
p ointments, rem ains with s t a t e 
g ov ernors. 
Whenev er any attem p t is made 
either to increase oblig ations of 
National Guardsmen, or for nation­ 
al as ag ainst state control o v e r 
them, there arises a mig hty p oliti­ 
cal outcry . 
Thus there was an immedi4te 
state and local rev ulsion to the 
Defense D ep artm ent’s recom m en­ 
dation that National Guard p erson­ 
nel, like all other ty p es of arm y 
reserv ists, be required to sp end an 
initial six months in basic training . 
Secretary Wilson, on the other 
hand, say s in effect that unless 
the National Guard can be raised

controv ersy

back to 1955, when Cong ress after 
many months of hot debate re­ 
jected an adm inistration recom ­

arm ed serv ice enlistees, all alike. 
President 
Eisenhower 
renewed 
the fracas two weeks ag o w h e n 
he asked Cong ress to make Nation­ 
al Guard recruits liable to the six 
months training

Ap ril 1. 


SECRETARY WILSON’S sp illing , 
of the beans came when he ap ­ 
p eared before the House Commit­ 
tee on Armed Serv ices in defense 
of the President’s recommendation. 
The ex isting p reference of na­ 
tional g uardsmen, comp ared with , 
other arm y nov itiates, Mr. Wilson 
said, is “ A sort of scandal, a 
draft dodg ing business, dev elop ed i 
in National Guard enlistments dur­ 
ing the Korean w ar.”

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Heart Month 


Dwight D. Eisenhower may join Franklin D. 
Roosevelt as one of the great medical beno* 
factors of the 20th century. During February, 
which has been designated as Heart Month, 
the President’s heart attack will be mentioned 
often. 
President Eisenhower’s ability 
to 
recover 
from a heart attack and to serve his country 
with unimpaired energy has done as much for 
the American Heart Foundation in the way of 
giving hope to heart victims as President Roose­ 
velt's ability to rise above his polio affliction 
gave to polio victims. 


In the years ahead, if public support for re­ 
search in heart disease approaches the level 
of support for polio research, another medical 
miracle might occur. It would be a greater 
miracle than the discovery of a polio vaccine. 
Heart disease is a mass killer and crippler; 
polio is a terrifying threat, particularly to chil­ 
dren, but not a common disease 


Progress is being made. In the last 30 years, 
the risk of death before the age 24 from dis­ 
eases of the heart and blood vessels has been 
diminished by more than 70 per cent. The risk 
between 25 and 44 has been reduced by 35 
per cent. 


The big job of rehabilitating persons who 
have had heart attacks still lies ahead 
Until 
all heart disease can be prevented, the only 
hope for its IO million victims in the United 
States is successful rehabilitation.

Carrying Water On Both Shoulders 


Going To The Dogs 


The Dogcatchers Protective Association 
is 
putting the bite on the Democratic and Re­ 
publican state chairmen of Ohio. Its members 
are up in arms over the way dogcatchers are 
chosen — and want something done about it. 


As a rather unique phase of the American 
scene, the letter seemed unusual and interest­ 
ing enough to pass along. Here’s how the pro­ 
tective association, with headquarters in New 
York, feels about the matter: 


“ With the 1956 presidential elections now a 
page in the history books, the Dogcatchers 
Protective Association would like to call your 
attention to a highly important political prob­ 
lem 
— the method 
of choosing that unsung 
figure on the American political scene today — 
the Dogcatcher. 


"Throughout the United States, this import­ 
ant 
post is 
arrived at through 
appointment, 
rather than by election. Too often, it is a job 
handed to a political hack, ill qualified for his 
duties. This is an insult to m an's most loyal 
friend. Dogs have their rights, too. If a temp­ 
orarily unfortunate canine must be tossed into 
the 
local pound, let it be done 
with dignity 
and understanding. 


“ Those in public life constantly claim they are 
for "the little m an.” What about "the little 
dog’' ” 


"To solve this abominable situation, dogcatch­ 
ers should be nominated, instead of appointed, 
and only after the most careful consideration. 
Does the candidate love dogs? Does he respect 
a mutt’s emotions? Is he kind and gentle when 
flinging the net over the unfortunate creature? 
Does the dog respect him** These are just a 
few of the qualifications of the ideal dogcatcher. 
"We are certain that choosing the right man 
for one of the most important political offices 
will help your entire slate of candidates in 
the next election. If your dogcatcher is a man 
of sterling worth and character, it follows that 
your other candidates are of equally high cali­ 
b e r Your cooperation in this undertaking will 
be greatly appreciated.” 
The organization’s motto? It s "Dogcatchers 
Are People Too.” 


WASHINGTON W — The Eisen­ 
hower administration, on the sub­ 
ject of oil needed for Europe, is 
carrying water, or perhaps oil, on 
both shoulders. 
It 
wants 
American 
producers 
and oil-producing states, particu­ 
larly Texas, to make more oil 
available for Europe, which has 
run short since the Suez Canal 
was closed. 
The 
administration 
set 
goals 
which haven’t been met. But it 
won t crack down on the compa­ 
nies or the states. Administration 
officials say they don’t want to 
interfere with states’ rights. 
So it is torn between foreign 
policy and domestic policy, 
be­ 
tween 
international 
cooperation 
and states’ rights. But that’s only 
part of a badly mixed-up picture: 
Before the canal was closed, 
Europe used about 3,200,000 bar­ 
rels of oil a day. It got that oil 
from European wells, from the 
Middle East, from wells in the 
Caribbean* 
and 
a 
very 
small 
amount from the United States. 
Before Suez it needed practical­ 
ly no oil from the United States. 
Most of its supply came from the 
Middle East, and moved through 
pipe lines and in tankers that 
made a quick run through the 
Suez Canal. 
After the canal was closed Eu­ 
rope stepped up the production of 
its own oil and routed tanker ship­ 
ments 
from 
the 
Middle 
East 
around Africa. 
But there is still such a short­ 
age, administration officials say. 
that this country has to fill the 
gap in a big way. 
Europe can ration gasoline, but 
it needs other oil products to keep 
its 
economy 
going, 
especially 
through the next 60 days or so of 
cold weather. Bad shortages could 
force industrial close-downs and 


( shove Europe into an economic 
tailspin. 
The administration has set a 
goal of 500,000 barrels of crude 
oil and fuels a day from this coun­ 
try. 
(Before 
Suez 
this 
country 
shipped about 50,000 barrels of oil 
products a day.) 
But American 
I companies have been sending an 
average of no more than 300.000 
barrels a day in recent weeks. 
This writer saw Interior Depart­ 
ment 
figures 
indicating 
Europe 
could use 800,000 barrels a day 
! from this country. But he was 
told these were not “ solid" fig­ 
ures. 
He 
got 
different 
figures 
from the State Department but 
was instructed not to rely on them 
either, because they were not "of­ 
ficial.” 
Hugh Stewart, director of the 
Interior Department’s Oil and Gas 
Division, was asked at a news 
conference last Friday if he could 
provide figures showing exactly 
how much oil Europe was getting 
from 
outside 
the United 
States 
and precisely how much it needed 
from this country. 
He said he had no “ solid" fig­ 
ures, 
but 
expected 
to 
receive 
some this 
week. 
Meantime, 
he 
said, the administration was de­ 
pending on what it considered rea­ 
sonable estimates. 
Within 
this 
country, 
there 
is 
conflict between the big oil com­ 
panies which have major over­ 
seas interests, and the independ­ 
ent producers, who s e l l largely 
in local markets. If there is over­ 
production of oil, the price prob­ 
ably would go down. 
Texas would have to be the m a­ 
jor source of added supplies. The 
Texas Railroad Commission—that 
state’s regulatory body which sets 
the limits on how much oil can 
be taken out of the ground — is 
not, in the opinion of the ad­ 
ministration, as “ generous” as it 
might be.

Another pat on the back is due the many 
volunteer workers who again have helped make 
the annual March of Dimes campaign a suc­ 
cess in East Liverpool and other district com­ 
munities. 
Many are veterans of the campaign and give 
faithfully of their services year in and year 
out. Others joined in the drive for the first time. 
From the chairman on down, the workers 
can be proud of their efforts. That some crip­ 
pled youngster may walk again is all they ask 
in return for their volunteer service in a worthy 
cause. 


Pulling The Plug 


It was hard to believe that a world frozen 
stiff could turn to liquid overnight, though it had 
happened with variations each January since 
the Year I. 
A January thaw is more than a climatic 
incident, as can be testified to by all residents 
of river valleys. It is anything from a threat­ 
ened emergency to the real thing—but it is 
never incidental.

The first thing I learned about 
Joe was old stuff to the rest of j 
the staff; that he smoked a pipe 
incessantly, yet never bought any 
tobacco — and that he went off 
on periodic toots, when his ab­ 
sence would be concealed from the 
business end of a small city morn­ 
ing newspaper 


MY STIPEND was so 
meager 
that smoking was a real luxury. So | 
after Joe had raided me into paup- 1 
erism by snitching my tobacco for 


I some weeks I invented a defense. 
We mostly smoked corncob pipes 
in the office; they sold for a nick­ 
el. I added six new ones to my I 
kit, which gave me seven. When 
filled they 
would pretty nearly 
empty a can of tobacco. 
Each night when I went to work 
I’d fill the seven pipes, light them 
to char the tobacco, then hide my 
night’s smokes in my desk. When 
Joe strolled over and said. “ Fran- j 
kie. just let me have a bit of ta- 
I 
baccy”—he always put it that way 
—he’d find an almost empty can. 
When he discovered my ruse he 
said. “You’re a cute young roost­ 
er; think I’ll like you.” 
So it was that by the time Joe 
landed a job on the old Philadel- ; 
phia North American we had be­ 
come quite pals; what with 
my 
thrice rescuing him from gin mills 
and otherwise protecting his job. 
I went to the station to see Joe 
off. He wore a Prince Albert coat, ’ 
i a derby hat and had two shiny I 
! suit cases. As he boarded the train 
he said. “ You keep ready, Frank­ 
ie; I’ll have you down there with 
I me in no time.” 


IT SEEMED lonely around the 
dingy old news room with 
J o e 
gone. The second night a telegram 
came for him. It wanted to know 
when he was coming. I wired back 


j that Joe was on his way; fearing 


I why he hadn’t got there. Next night 
another wire came which said the 
i job would be held open just one 
more day. 
That was the last we heard of 


I Joe for about six weeks. Then there 
came a picture postcard of a Mary- 
1 land insane asylum. On it Joe re­ 
vealed: “ They’ve got me in here; 
think I’m crazy — something I’ve 
long suspected. R e g a r d s to the 


j boys. Joe.” 
The next news of Joe we heard 
on the stairway. He had come back 
and was trying to get past Uncle 
John Beman, the business manag­ 
er, 
who had 
declared 
that 
he 
should never darken The Advertise 
j e r’s door again. 
But Joe did get in. He needed a 
shave, his derby was crushed in 
and his Prince Albert looked like 
he’d slept in it under the board­ 
walk. After borrowing a pipe of to­ 
bacco, he related his experience 
something like this: 
"Well, I had a wait between 
trains in Harrisburg. So I 
drop­ 
ped in a saloon opposite the sta­ 
tion. I got visiting with a fellow’, 
missed my train, then went back 
there. You know how it is. T h e 
I next thing I knew I was in the bug­ 


house in Maryland and two weeks 
had elapsed since the curtain drop­ 
ped in Harrisburg. Frankie, j u s t 
let me have another bit of tabac- 
cy.” 


THERE WAS a lot more to the 
weird yarn, of course. After which 
the boys got Joe dolled up a bit 
and rehabilitated. He was on the 
wagon but he never could make 
his peace with Uncle John and fi­ 
nally left town. 
You’ll wonder how Joe ended up 
—and you’ll be surprised. He got a 
job on a weekly paper in Penn­ 
sylvania. He was a printer, too; 
the old printer-editor type, and a 
good one when sober. He got to be 
editor. Before he died he m a d e 
that little weekly paper well known 
throughout the East and widely 
quoted. 
M aryland’did a good job on Joe. 
He tried to enjoy a couple more 
sprees but whisky made him sick. 
Finally he swore off completely, 
turned radical, ranting prohibition­ 
ist. an exhorter on the topic and 
follower of William Jennings Bry­ 
an. He died a big shot in his little 
community. 
But the last time T saw him, 
darned if he still wasn’t borrowing 
tobacco.

The 49 class notes were devoted 
largely to a survey of the current 
status of its graduates. Most m em ­ 
bers.* it may presumed, are now 
in their early thirties, having been 
delayed in their college work by 
military service. Still ... 
"Income-wise.” said the survey,

President Eisenhower no doubt had I 
in mind the peculiar tenderness of 
Congress toward that persisting 
remnant of state militia. 
It is not too much to predict that 
even after the President’s pointed j 
repudiation, the Wilson pronounce- ' 
ment has ended any chance tor 
passage of a requirement for six 
months full time basic training for 
national guardsmen, which the ad­ 
ministration 
for two years has 
been urging. 
The sufferers from that omis­ 
sion may be a lot of boys called 
up for regular draft because of es­ 
cape by others by way of the Na­ 
tional Guard detail. 
As to its legislative effect, this 
latest of Secretary Wilson’s many 
verbal pop-offs compares closely 
with President Truman’s assertion 
in 1950 that the Marine Corps had 
"a propaganda machine that is 
almost equal to Stalin’s.” 
Mr. Truman hastened to apolo­ 
gize for what he termed that "un­ 
fortunate choice of language” but 
to no effect on Congress, which 
used his remarks as excuse for 
bolstering the Marines far beyond 
the Defense Department s recom­ 
mendation. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD h a s 
been known ever the years as even 
more a congressional pet. The rea­ 
son in its case is that whereas its 
cost of maintenance comes main­ 
ly from the federal treasury, its 
management, 
including 
control 
over many lucrative patronage ap­ 
pointments, remains with s t a t e 
governors. 
Whenever any attempt is made 
either to increase obligations of 
National Guardsmen, or for nation­ 
al as against state control o v e r 
them, there arises a mighty politi­ 
cal outcry. 
Thus there was an immedi ite 
state and local revulsion to the 
Defense Department’s recommen­ 
dation that National Guard person­ 
nel, like all other types of army 
reservists, be required to spend an 
initial six months in basic training. 
Secretary Wilson, on the other 
hand, says in effect that unless 
the National Guard can be raised 
to the same standard as other re­ 
serve units it may c 
troy not only 
itself but the whole reserve sys­ 
tem. 
The 
present 
controversy 
goes 
back to 1955, when Congress after 
many months of hot debate re­ 
jected an administration recom­ 
mendation for a firm six months 
basic 
training 
requirement 
for 
armed service enlistees, all alike. 
President 
Eisenhower 
renewed 
the fracas two weeks ago w h e n 
he asked Congress to make Nation­ 
al Guard recruits liable to the six 
months training 
beginning 
next 
April I. 


SECRETARY WILSON’S spilling 
of the beans came when he ap­ 
peared before the House Commit­ 
tee on Armed Services in defense 
of the President’s recommendation. 
The existing preference of na­ 
tional guardsmen, compared with 
other army novitiates, Mr. Wilson 
said, is “A sort of scandal, a 
draft dodging business, developed 
in National Guard enlistments dur­ 
ing the Korean w ar.” 
President 
Eisenhower 
disputed 
the Wilson contention to the extent 
of declaring that the men who 
joined the National Guard certain­ 
ly could not have oeen slackers 
when they entered the Guard in 
accordance with established provi­ 
sions of law. 
But. the President said, he him­ 
self had struggled for years to 
make the Guard a inst line of de­ 
fense and it was never going to 
be that kind of force, “ s force need­ 
ed by this country in a cay of in­ 
creasingly complex and more dead­ 
l y w e i n n n c 
u n t i l t h o S f i i 'o r n m p n t 


could have these National Guard 
units undergo six months of hard, 
efficient and basic training.” 


ALTOGETHER, ‘he effect of Mr. 
Eisenhower’s 
statement 
was 
a 
commendation 
for 
Mr. 
Wilson’s j 
stand; except only that he wished 
his defense secretary would stop j 
saying things in a way that raised 
unshirted hell. 
Mr. Wilson has had many of what 
he himself once termed instances 
of “ foot-in-mouth disease.” One of 
his most egregious, because it oc­ 


curred shortly before the 1954 con­ 
gressional election, was a treatise 
on dogs. 
Talking in Detroit oi unemploy­ 
ment then prevailing in that city, 
Mr. Wilson said: 
“ I have always liked bird dogs 
rather than kennel dogs. You know, 
who’ll go out and hunt for food 
rather than sit on his fanny and 
yell.” 
Mr. Wilson has not yet lived 
down that one and his reference 
to draft dodgers may prove worse.

These 40-odd ex-presidents, vice 
presidents and chairmen of boards 
are well qualified to advise young

in 
business 
or planning expansion of small en­ 
terprises on just how to make 
their dreams work. 
Sometimes, the 
voice 
of 
ex­ 
perience sympathetirrlly but hon­ 
estly explains that there are few 
businesses 
in 
which 
risks 
are 
negligible and profits huge. 
In a recent eight-month period. 
Experience, Inc. a n s w e r e d 126 
calls for help — inquiries about 
entering the printing business, es­ 
tablishing a nursing 
home, 
pur­ 
chasing a travel agency 
Though 
the problems might have seemed 
small to these executive before 
they retired, to the people who 
asked for the advice they were 
tremendous.

He pioneered for racing reforms so stren­ 
uously and successfully at Miami that he stirred 
up powerful forces which unseated him. 
He 
seemed done for. despite his much needeo cru­ 
sades, and faced the question of returning to 
law or sticking to racing. 
His stout fight for clean racing had attracted 
nationwide interest and a few years f o u n d 
him sought by the big northern tracks. A little 
later he was grabbed by Gene Mori at Garden 
State and soon became his top man. 
Today, by a turn of the wheel which von 
would hardly credit in a Hollywood movie, he 
is back in Florida as second in command at 
Hialeah. We wonder what a thrill must be his 
as he, the vice president under Mori, is a top 
figure in the very area where he first came 
to notice.

Next to you r exemptions of $600 
for each dependent, dedu ctions of­ 
fer the b iggest opportu nity to cu t 
down you r gross income to the net 
amou nt on which you will com­ 
pu te you r taxes. This is tru e es­ 
pecially if you have considerab le 
personal expenses dedu ctib le u n­ 
der the law. 
On page 1 of Form 1040 (the 
pamphlet size form) you will find 
a place on Line 5 to enter the in­ 
come you received as an employe 
in 1956. This will b e the gr o s s 
amou nt you earned, not the n e t 
amou nt you received after yo u r 
employer withheld income tax. So­ 
cial Secu rity, u nion du es and the 
like.

The new su rvey represents the

came effective. On that point, the 
su rvey foreword ob served: 
“More progress has b een made 
toward assessing property at its 
tru e and actu al valu e than at any 
time since passage” in 1947 of the 
original act req u iring a complete 
su rvey each fou r years. The 1955 
act made it annu al. 
The improvement has come de­ 
spite the fact that “ all assessors 
either were ru nning for re - elec­ 
tion, did not choose to ru n or were 
defeated in the primary in t h e 
1956 assessment year,” the report 
noted. 
The new figu res show that, state­ 
wide, school tax collections on non­ 
u tility property have climb ed to 
39.66 per cent of the over - all 
potential, as against a 39.96 per 
cent figu re in the 1955 assessment 
year. 
Tax collections for schools will 
total $13,877,011 on non - u tility 
properties from 1956 assessments 
u p $884,293 from 1955, The state­ 
wide tax potential for schools has 
dropped $163,548 to $35,015,762 in 
the past year. 
Forty - two cou nties were short 
of 47^,^ per cent of their tax po­ 
tential in 1955. CoUections in sev­ 
eral other cou nties b arely w e r e 
over the b order line on 1955 as­ 
sessments, and the same will b e 
tru e on 1956 figu res.

WASHINGTON, D C. Ut) - You 
know that the exterior of y o u r 
house must be kept well - painted 
to protect it from the driving force 
of rain, the heavy wetness of snow 
and the penetrating dampness of 
the soil that's next to the founda­ 
tion. 
But what about interior mois­ 
ture0 In a way our modern build­ 
ing skill works against us in this 
regard. We build our houses snug 
and tight to keep heat in and cold 
out 
But by so doing we hinder 
the escape of destructive moisture. 
Since moisture always seeks 
an 
area of lesser pressure, it some­ 
how will find its way to the out­ 
side. 
As an example, u n l e s s your 
bathroom is properly ventilated 
you will notice, after a shower, 
that the window and m irror are 
clouded with steam. Walls, ceiling 
and floor are probably covered 
with moisture. 
If you open the window slightly

week to back the dev elopment of 
a huge atomic power industry in 
Europe. 
They want American materials 
and know-how for their own de­ 
v elopment, ev en though the Unit­ 
ed States now has no such indus­ 
try . 


A group of top-flight scientists 
and economists led by three rep­ 
resentativ es of the combine be­ 
gins talks today with the Atomic 
Energy 
Commission, 
the 
State 
Department 
and 
other 
gov ern­ 
ment agencies. 
One obv ious aim of the project 
is to make Western Europe less 
dependent on Middle Eastera oil. 
The atomic pool, called “ Eura- 
tom,” is being formed by Bel­ 
gium, 
France, 
West 
Germany , 
Italy , Lux embourg and the Neth­ 
erlands. 


Officials 
said 
Eisenhower 
ad­ 
ministration 
leaders 
are 
deeply 
interested in the plan and “ v ery ! 
sy mpathetic” 
toward U n i t e d ! 
States support. 
Backers say without such sup­ 
port the project would hav e to be 
greatly scaled out, perhaps aban­ 
doned. 


The West Europeans look 
to 
this country 
for the 
necessary 
atomic fuel — perhaps as much 
as 20 tons of processed uranium 
in the first y ear of operation.

West Europe 
Eyes U.S. Aid 
For A-Power 


Seek American 
Materials And 
Know-How In Plan 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
WASHINGTON (J1) — A combine 
of 
Western 
European 
countries 
will ask the United States this 
week to back the development of 
a huge atomic power industry in 
Europe. 
They want American materials 
and know-how for their own de­ 
velopment, even though the Unit­ 
ed States now has no such indus­ 
try. 


A group of top-flight scientists 
and economists led by three rep­ 
resentatives of the combine be­ 
gins talks today with the Atomic 
Energy 
Commission,

One obvious aim of the project 
is to make Western Europe less 
dependent on Middle Eastern oil. 
The atomic pool, called “Eura-; 
tom,” is being formed by Bel-'

Italy, Luxembourg and the Neth­ 
erlands.

The West Europeans look to 
this country for the necessary I 
atomic fuel — perhaps as much 
as 20 tons of processed uranium 
in the first year of operation.

The civil service bill, probably 
the most far - reaching measure 
to come to the floor yet this' ses­ 
sion, was at amendment stage in 
the Senate. Some amendment at­ 
tempts were expected, especially 
from the Republican side. 
Whether they will oppose the bill 
when it comes up for passage — 
probably tomorrow — remains to 
be seen, but some of the ll Re­ 
publican senators view the b i l l 
with misgivings. While its provi­ 
sions would not freeze anyone in 
his job, some Republicans cannot 
wholly swallow the idea that it 
would not wo^k to the advantage 
cf holdover Democrats from t h e 
Marland administration. 
Regardless, the bill seems likely 
to pass. It would then go to the 
House. 
The bill, one of the legislative 
recommendations of the joint Dem­ 
ocratic steering committee, would 
create a civil service system en­ 
compassing VII major departments 
of state government except t h e 
state police.
